WAS A CYCLONE. 


In the northern pnrt of Caledonia. just 


*onth of the county line. n. cyclone' devel-

Yesterday n representa- 
tive of the Journal visited the Meissner 
tsrm nnd :i peculiar sight was presented, 
evidence of freaks of a cyclone.

KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 


Edward Hannemann, aged 27, was kill- 


ed by a bolt of lightning on the farm of 
Henry Hunter, in tho town of Raymond, 
where he had been employed three years. 
The young man wns standing in a barn 
door when struck by a bolt of lightning. 
It tore off the rim of his hat. passed 
down his back burning the body, tore 
both shoes to pieces and he was dead 
when others ran to his side.

Hoyle was notified and went to the scene 
of the accident, but in view of the fact 
that a physician wns en lied afterward, no 
nquest was deemed necessary. The dead 
man was unmarried, wns born in this 
county nnd wns a son of Mr. nnd Mrs. 
Chnrles Hnnncmnnn of Raymond, who 
live two miles from where the son was 
killed. 
Besides his parents there sur- 


vive three sisters and three brothers.

The locusts after flying nbout for a 


few days, feeding on the vegetation, at

[eaves on the trees. Here the female de- 
posits her eggs. 


The cicadas have three deadly enemies 


in this country—the despised English 
iparrow, digger wnsp, nnd the ants 
Where locusts abound sparrows go in 
prent (locks. Robins and wild birds find 
the locust palatable eating. The spar 
row's method of attacking the loeust is 
to wait on the ground for the locust to 
appear above the ground, when he greed 
ily gobbles him np before he gets timr 
to sing his dying song.

Mr. and .Mrs. Peter Burns, on Prospect, 
treet, and north of the J'.atino Trunk 
Co. Several poisons witnessed tin' young 
man fall from the ;iole, but no one wit- 
icssed the electrocution. -Mr. Boetcher 
tarted out early in the morning to run 
vires to several resiliences. Placing his 
bicycle and coat beside the Hodges & 
Jrcciie Kiigine Works, he proceeded to 
-idjust wires. On the same pole which he 
climbed there was an electric light win1 


if the Milwaukee Klcctric Railway & 
Jght company am! it is presumed that 
the telephone wire uaniri in contact with 
his wire and Boetcher caught the full 
current of perhaps 2.000 volt?. He was 
:noeked from the pole, struck upon his 
nick and was dead in a. few minutes.

Mr. ami Mrs. Trier Burns were in

Uie accident and went over to the scene 
and made an investigation. From the 
appearance of wires it looked us if tlic 
wires of the 
telephone company, in 


Tioe.tcher'R hajids, had co^nc in contact 
with a live wire of the Electric Kailway 
company and thus sent the whole force 
through the victim's body, setl ing his 


and considered .in excellent lineman. Lut- 
er he went to the Citizens' company. 
With the men he was popular and con- 
sidered a faithful and reliable man. Gen- 
erally very careful, they cannot account 
for hi; letting the wire- he handled get 
against a live wire, unless he believed 
the electric wire was insulated. AH sin- 
cerely regret his untimely death. 


AN INQUEST HELD. 


Coroner 
Hoyle summoned, witnesses, 


empaneled a jury and proceeded to hold 
an inquest. He said that he would make 
a very thorough investigation for the 
reason that within a few years a num- 
her of persons have been killed by live 
wires. 


One victim was

Wisconsin Telephone company, who was 
electrocuted on a pole near the Mitch- 
ell & Lewis Co.; then Bob Hall of that

WAS A BRIGHT MAN. 


Otto Boetcher, brother of the 
dead 


man, who i» in business on Washington 
avenue, when seen by a press represen- 
tative, said: ''My brother was born in 
Port Washington and was between 27 
and 2S years old. lie was a, graduate oi 
the Port Washington high school and 
attended the Lawrence 
University 
at 


Applcton four years. Nearly a year ago 
he came to llacine and commenced work 
i\n a lineman and followed that since. 


His father and mother are living on a 


farm jr.st outside of Port Washington. 
There are four brothers and one aister 
living. The body will in all probability 
be taken to Port Washington for burial. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


Telephone employes who made an ex- 


amination of the pole where the young 
man wns killed give as their opinion 
that when Boelcher climbed the pole he 
had the wire twisted around hi; arm, 
that it came in contact with the live 
wire from underneath and thus charged 
(, sending the current and selling iii'e 
to the clnt.hing. 


MEMBER OJ- CHURCH. 


Young Boetcher was a member of the 


First Bnpti.it church and attended ser- 
vices every Sunday. 


This afternoon Dr. Rrchm made an ex- 


amination of the body and the inquest 
wns adjourned until !) o'clock Monday 
morning. 


ATTORNEYS INVESTIGATING. 


AUorneys for both the Citizens' Tele- 


phone company and the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric 
Kailway & Light 
company have 


been out investigating this afternoon. It 
was found that the electric wire thiu.no 
doucit caused the death of young Roctc'i- 
cr was not attached to the electric light 
pole, but was stretched and linns along 
close to it, from other poles; also that 
Boetcher in climbing the pole, wound the 
telephone wire around his arm and that 
it, came ill contact with a spot on the 
electric wire whore the insulation was 
worn oil'. The fall by measurement wns 
not over '22 feel and would not have kill- 
ed him. The belief prevails that he was 
dead when he struck the -round.

There is a growing reluctance on the 


i.irt of juries to send men to the scaf- 
'old unless they have committed paitic- 
ilarlv heinous murders. It is not sur- 
jrisiup that in spite of an increase in- 
nurders only eight more persons were . 
langed in WO-t than in ISSo. Whether 
the number of persons convicted aud im- 
prisoned was larger last year the com- 
piler of criminal statistics does no re- 
port. But until the number of convic-' 
lions is known one cannot decide with 
certainty whether it is much safer to 
commit murder than it used to be.

No doubt there are some men accused 


of murder who get off on technicalities 
that would not have saved them once. 
The law moves more lanquidly than it 
did, and that enables some men to es- 
cape justice. But the percentage of/thoso 
who thus escape is unknown. It cannot 
bo ascertained from a record which gives, 
only the number of murders and execu- 
tions.

On 
the reserve, known as t.he Pikes Peak re- 
serve, tho foret-tors in the govemmnt 
employ are reported to have set out fifty 
tlioiL-iind acres in tross, with even larger 
numbers in other Colorado counties. Jt 
is said tlie forest fires in that state that 
have prevailed so generally for years past 
have destroyed largo numbers of trees 
which in turn has seriously allVcted the 
water supply, and that if the government 
is to really make good the severe losses 
of timber in that plate or 
nny 
other 


state, something efficient will be neces- 
sary in order to put a-n end to the forest 
: iires, and that by far tlie greatest num- 


ber of such fires arc the result of pure 
carelessness is beyond any question. 


These forest fires liuve destroyed tho 


forests on millions of acres and the 'rav- 
ages are not nt all confined to the al- 
leged treeless west' or on the more sparse- 
ly wooded mountain slopes. Not a state 
in the union but from time, to time has 
reported the most destructive forest fires 
and some of these the most thickly settled 
states. 
11' tho government can .put in 


operation any method which can tormi- 
ratc those iires, always, the result of 
gross carelessness, and at the same time 
reforest the treeless acres and the slates 
will also lend their aid in.enforcing strin- 
gent laws and encourage forestry meth- 
ods which will prevent waste in cutting

TEXAS OIL TANKS ABLAZE 


Oil Tanks ot the Texas Company 


Struck by Lightning. 


Five Lives Lost—Two anil a Half Mil- 


lion Barrels of Oil at Mercy 


of Flames. 


HUMBLE, Tex., July 24—Covering 


an area, of three-quarters of a 
mile 


square with a great canopy of smoke, 
covering two square miles, the oil tajiks 
of (Jie Texas company, continue to boil 
and bubble under the great heat ni the 
burning oil, tho fire having burned all 
night. IVhen it can be extinguished is 
problematical Certainly not until it hna 
burned all of the oil in the eleven big 
tanks which held 2,500,000 barrels when 
lightning struck them Sunday afternoon. 
It is now known that five negro work- 
men perished. Rumors, however, place 
the number of dead as high as fifty, 
though this cannot be confirmed. 
There 


are hundreds of homeless people. They 
were living in tents and shacks in thc 
oil iield and (led for their lives to the 
town. All their belongings have been 
destroyed by fire. During the night there 
was a heavy downpour of rain and this 
covered the ground with a. sheet of wat- 
er, coated with a thick film of oil. 


Shortly after the big tank began to 


blaze 200 workmen with 7u mules were 
hurried to the plaec to throw up earth- 
en embankments to confine the fire to 
the tank where it originated. Suddenly 
the oil gave «n upheaval, bubbled and 
lifted a great mass of the burning fluid 
bodily from the tank and the lire was 
communicated to three other tanks. The 
burning oil caught the men and mules 
a.nd hemmed them in. There was a wild 
scramble for safety, men dropping their 
scrapers

forty of the mules bulked and were ere- 
mated.

CYCLONE DEVELOPED 


IN TOWN OF CALEDONIA 


Barn of Rudolph Meissner Wrecked- 


Six Men Sln-uied at Brick Yard 


—Trees. Crops and Foiic.'s , 


Kw.'pt Away. 


Two men were killed, six stunned by 


lightning, a barn wrecked, hundred* of 
itcres of grain damaged, fences and trees 
swept iiwny, collars and basements flood- 
ed and other damage done by a storm 
that visited Ilucine and vicinity late Sat- 
urday afternoon, and which developed 
into a cyclone in tlie town of Caledonia. 


The killed are: 
Kdward Tlannemann of Raymond aged 


27 veara. struck by lightning while stand- 
ing in a barn door. 


Adam Hunter, three miles south of 


"Union Grove, aged 71 years, blown from 
a load of hay, his neck being broken. 


Six men stunned at the

Sons brick yard, by lightning. 


Tlic storm struck the city about 3:40 


p. in. There was vivid lightning, heavy 
thunder und torrents of rain, with a ter- 
rific wind. In a few moments the gutters 
were small rivers; the sewers refused to 
carry away the wnter and as a result cel- 
lars and basements were flooded, while 
some of the telephones in the outskirts 
were disabled. 


It did not last over an hour and the 


•wind failed to do much damage in the 
limits of t'.ie city. 


WAS A CYCLONE. 


In the northern part of Caledonia, just 


foutl) of the f.-'imtv line, a eyclonc'devel- 
oped and the handsome new barn of Ru- 
dolph Muiahier wns completely wrecked, 
his fences and trees blown 
down 
and 


grain leveled. Yesterday a representa- 
tive of the Journal visited the Meissner 
term and a peculiar sight was presented, 
evidence of frea.ks of a cyclone. There 
are three barns north of the residence. 
Two of these burns were uninjured, but 
the third on" wns blown over and scat- 
tered 300 feet. Uie cyclone passing be- 
tween two of the burns nnd catching Hie 
third. It came from the northwest and 
not another buildinp in the whole coun- 
ty was damaged so fnr as known. The 
story of Mr. Meissner is inlcrcstinu. 


SAW IT COMING. 


"I was in the barn yard," said Mr. 


Meissner. "I s:nv the dark cloud coining 
twisting from the northwest, but did not 
think it was anything bad and was about 
to open the doors of the 
barn blown 


away, to let four men into the barn with 
•bay. These men were Charles Fink, Theo- 
dore Frank. Pan! Wanderer, Frank Fink, 
Arthur Voelz. 11. commenced to get dark 
and I saw the limbs of trees flying in the 
air and knew it was to be a bad storm. 
I ran to another barn ami got in the 
basement. It became dark ,is night nnd I 
could see nothing, but the roar was ter- 
rific. 
When it became light again the 


east barn was leveled nnd scattered 300 
feet. The cloud or twister had passed be- 
tween the other two barns anrl caught it. 
Fence--! were also leveled and acres of 
grain blown over, besides 
apple 
trees 


ruined. The men were on the road at the 
time and had it come five minutes later 
they and myself would have been in the 
building. Their horses stopped and re- 
fused to move when it got dark. J con- 
sider my damage between $2,000 and $3,- 
000 and have no insurance. The destroy- 
ed barn was built last year. Hundreds of 
acres of grain were blown over for miles 
cmd trees uprooted, but I know of no 
other buildings damaged." Hundreds of 
people viewed the wreck yesterday. 


SIX AVKRE STUNNED. 


During the midst of the storm a shed 


of the Haumersen Sons brick yard was 
struck by lightning. "Posts were splinter- 
ed and boards ripped to pieces. Six men, 
standing six feet from where it struck, 
•were blinded and stunned nnd John Hau- 
rhersen «nfforcd about the eyes. It wns 
half an hour before the men could re- 
sume work and it is unnecessary to say 
that they considered their escape fortu- 
nate. 


BLOWN FROM HAY. 


Adam Hunter, one of the pioneer farm- 


ers of Racine and Kenosha counties, when 
the storm broke, waa hauling hay from 
his farm three miles south 
of Union 


Orovc, in the town of Paris, Kenosha 
county. He either fell ov was blown 
from the load and when his companions 
reached his side ho was dead, his neck 
having been broken. Mr. Hunter was 
about 74 years old and lie is a relative 
of Mrs. Adam Hay of this city. He .has 
a brother living in Raymond. He had 
tired in Kacine and Kenosha counties 


over fifty years and was an honored pio- 
neer. There .survives a wife and grown 
children. 


KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 


Edward Hannemann, aged 27, was kill- 


ed by a bolt of lightning on the farm of 
Henry Hunter, in the town of Raymond, 
where he had been employed three years. 
The young man was standing in a barn 
door when struck by a bolt of lightning. 
It tore off the rim of his hat, passed 
down his back burning the body, tore 
both shoes to pieces and he was dead 
when others ran to his side. Coroner 
Hoyle was notified and went to the scene 
of the accident, but in view of the fact 
that a physician was called afterward, no 
inquest was deemed necessary. The dead 
man was unmarried, was born in this 
county and was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Hannemann of Raymond, who 
live two miles from where the son was 
killed. 
Besidss his parents there sur- 


vive three sisters and three brothers. 
The funeral was held today from 
the 


home of Albert Lower, a relative. 


BARN DESTROYED. 


On the four mile road in the town of 


Caledonia, the barn on the farm of John 
Svoboda was struck by lightning. The 
building caught fire and with nine tons 
of hay was, destroyed.

of war, died at 9:15 o'clock last evening 
at his country home at Milbrook, Du- 
chess county, twelve miles from Pough- 
keepsic, after a brief illness. 


Grover Cleveland at 
his 
Princeton 


home was the first to receive the news. 
He received a brief message from Mr. 
Lament's daughter Francis, telling of her 
father's death and asking him to come at 
once. 


News of Mr. Lament's death was un- 


expected in this city. It came as a dis- 
tinct shock to many who had not known 
that he was ill. 


LONG CAREER IN POLITICS. 


Daniel S. Lnmont was born in Cort- 


landville, Cortland county, N. Y., in 1851. 
His father, John B. Lament, and his mo- 
ther, Elizabeth Scott, are still living at 
MeGrawvillc, in Cortland county. 


Lnmont commenced his political career 


by holding minor clerical offices in the 
New York legislature and was identified 
with the Tilden regime. 


Before Mr. Cleveland's inauguration as 


governor, Mr. Lament visited him in Buf- 
falo, and the post of military secretary 
on his sta.ff was offered to Lament. That 
place carried with it the title of "colonel" 
which Mr. Lamont had not worn before. 
PRIVATE 
SECRETARY TO CLEVE- 


LAND. 


When Cleveland was inaugurated gov- 


ernor, he selected Lamont as his private 
secretary. He remained with Cleveland 
all the time he was governor, and in 1S84 
went with him to Washington, there, to 
continue as his private secretary. \ 


At the end of Cleveland's administra- 


tion Mr. Lnmont went to New York and 
connected himself with a street railway 
company; was both a director and large 
stockholder. 


He became while in New York city a 


director in eight companies. Among them 
were the Continental National bank, the 
New York Security and Trust company, 
the New York Loan and Improvement 
company, the New York and Northern 
railroad, the 
Albany and 
Greenbush 


Bridge company, and afl the street rail- 
roads of the Whitney syndicate, a,nd held 
the places of secretary or treasurer in 
several of these companies. 


He married, in 1874, Miss Julia Kinney 


of Cortland. 


FARMERS ARE NOT PEDDLERS 
Farmers who distribute their own pro- 


duce from house to house are not ped- 
dlers and hawkers and do not come within 
the provision of the peddlers' and hawk- 
ers' law as enacted at the last session of 
the legislature. This is the decision in 
brief, as rendered in an unofficial opin- 
ion by the attorney general, in response 
to a verbal remonstrance by a delegation 
of Milwaukee venders, who objected to 
allowing farmers to compete with them 
in thq sale of vegetables. In rendering 
his opinion thp attorney general quotes 
with approval the language of a high 
court, to the effect that farmers do not 
come within the mischief which a pcd 
dier's license law is designed to correct, 
except that they are the victims of thi 
mischief.

Donoto sat on a 
chair and his son-in-law abused him, call- 
ng him names and then an uncle of the 
son-in-law took part in the abuse of the 
old man. The son-in-law was drunk and 
ammed against his father-in-law. Then 
;he whole five left the saloon .and walk- 
ed to the railway tra«k. Donoto and 
As son-in-law George Polok, continued 
to have words and the father-in-law said 
ic would rather his daughter had mar- 
ried a pig than Polok. The son-in-law 
knocked the father-in-law down. He got 
to his feet and slashed the son-in-law 
on the shoulder with a steel knife, cut- 
ting him some. 'The he started to run 
and the sbn-in-Iaw fired one shot at him. 
At this moment three of the men com- 
menced firing. 


RUNS FOR LIFE. 


Donoto ran for his life and dodged in 


and about the Hartman Trunk company 


Chicago Rubber company buildings. 


Bullets whistled close to him and one 
struck him in the left side. He kept on 
running, scaled a fence and ran into the 
home of Chris Nelson, 1115 Blake aven- 
ue, told Md. Nelson that three men were 
trying to shoot him and asked to stay 
all night and he wa,s taken in, but did 
not say a word about being shot. In 
the meantime a riot call wns sent to the 
police office- and Chief Pfister, Desk Ser- 


cant Johnson and other ..officers started 


out with the wagon. When they arriv- 
ed at the scene there was great excite- 
ment. 


TWO ARRESTS MADE. 


Two men were arrested and taken to 


the police office. 
One of them, Cnrmcl 


Polok had two dangerous knives' in his 
pocket, but the other one was not arm 
ed. Both fellows told disconnected stor 
ies about the trouble and were locked in 
jail. This morning two more were ar- 
rested ' but 
they were not armed, no 


doubt having thrown away their guns, 
The chief of police found loaded car- 
tridges and empty shells. All morning 
the officers have been making an effort 
to get at the bottom of the trouble and 
place the guilt of shooting on the right 
person, but up to 3 o'clock this'after- 
noon had not been able to do it. 


THE INJURED MAN. 


Donoto, the man shot, states that 


three men did the shooting, but whieli 
three he cannot state, for he was run- 
ning for his life, but he says liis son-in- 
law fired the. first shot. The bullet en- 
tered the loft side, a little, to the left of 
the arm and glanced upward and stil 
remains in the body. Dr. Collins, who 
was called to the injured man. cannot 
state whether the wound will bo fata" 
or not. 


NEVER TOLD OF INJURY. 


Donoto remained at the Nelson home 


until this morning and ho never inform 
ed the Nelson family that he had been 
shot until he was ready to go home and 
he then told of it and Dr. Collins \vat 
called. Officer George questioned the old 
man at length, but he could not say 
which one of the Polok relatives had hi 
him, 
but that George, Mike, and Frank 


were shooting. He didtnot believe thai 
Cnrmcl had a gun.

OFFICER. PUNCHED- 


The crowd did not know the officer or 


Wilcox and they fchmniere'd away nt 
them. Wilcox was struck on the jaw, 
dcked in the ribes and Both got a few 
jlows. All of the time he and Wilcox 
were trying .to make the crowd under- 
stand they were not non-union molders 
and at the same time pull Hritz off Mut- 
ter. Finally the crowd re-cognized the 
officer and Wilcox and started in (o help 
them. But Mutter was badly used up. 


ESCAPE "IN THE MIX. 


Mutter managed to get away and run 


west on State street. John Visba also 
escaped and run into the road. Wilcox 
attempted to arrest him, when he pulled 
a gun a.nd is snid to have snapped it in 
his face and then he ran to the State 
street boarding house. About this time 
Chief Pfister came upon the scene and 
he investigated. Mutter did not run 


far, 
but turned west of the bridge and 


came \ip on the opposite side of the 
street. He was arrested by the officers 
and Both took him to the police office. 


BADLY BRUISED. 


Mutter groaned and complained of be- 


ing seriously hurt and his face certainly 
indicated that he had been roughly 
handled. After being unarmed he, was 
taken to jail. Later Chief Pfister cap- 
tured Yisho. a.t the hotel and he was tak- 
en to jail. It wns necessary to take him 
through an alley to avoid a crowd who 
was waiting to pound him. He was also 
disarmed and it was found that one car- 
tridge had a dent in it, indicating that 
an attempt had been made to explode it. 
Tha third man in the melee was not 
caught. 


STILL GO ARMED. 


That these non-union men go armed 


and are ready to shoot at the least prov- 
ocation is certain. Mutter might have 
been killed by the angry crowd who 
gathered 
when ho pulled his gnu and 


pointed it at them, threatening to shoot. 
It is time steps were taken to disarm 
the whole bunch of fellows. They have 
no more right to carry weapons than 
any other citizen nnd are dangerous.

LEAVES BURLINGTON. 


After this the stranger asked Mr. Mil- 


ler to accompany him to Racine, at any 
rate the old man was induced to come 
here. As he did not return home his 
daughter commenced to make inquiries. 
He was not with any friends here and 
then she believed he might be with the 
son at Fox Lake, but he had not been 
there and the son started out to inves- 
tigate. After arriving here he. interview- 
ed Mr. Fratt and that gentleman had 
not been in Burlington and did not see 
Mr. Miller at all. 


WAS AT'DEPOT. 


The son traced the old gentleman to 


the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul de- 
pot, where he was seen pacing up and 
down the platform previous to the de- 
parture of the train. Whether he took 
the train is not known. The son feared 
that perhaps he hod been enticed away 
by the stranger, but for what reason 
eould not tell as the old man had little 
money. Then he was fearful that bis 
father might have strayed to the river 
and tumbled into the water. 


On account of Mr. Miller being promi- 


nent in Burlington his singular disap- 
pearance is attracting widespread atten- 
tion; He was an unusually active and 
bright man for his age and there must 
have been something important to in- 
duce him from home. He never did such 
a. thing before in his life and that is 
what worries his relatives. 


SEVENTEEN YEAR LOCUSTS 


Peculiar Habits of The Insects TV hi ch Are 


so Dctistrctive to Crops. 


The Kenosha News in speaking of the 


peculiarities of the Seventeen-Year 
lo- 


custs says: 


According to the peculiar habits of the 


locusts they come in the night to the sur- 
face of the ground from their subterran- 
ean caverns, where they have been ma- 
turing and slumbering for the last seven- 
teen years. The ground beneath the. 
trees is perforated like an immense col- 
ander with the holes from which they 
emerged. 


Soon alter emerging from the ground 


the locusts fhed their underground over- 
coats, leaving the trunks of trees studded 
with the dry and brittle garment of yel- 
lowish hue. Scientists say the eggs from 
which this brood \vns hatched were laid 
on the leaves of tha trees seventeen years 
ago. The eggs remained where they were 
deposited for three yenrs^ when the ci- 
cadas were hatched and the new born in- 
sect burrowed downward into the ground. 
Here, beside the roots or trees, the in- 
sects dwelt until this year when they 
sallied forth in numberless quantities. 


The locusts after flying about for a 


few days, feeding on the vegetation, at- 
tach themselves to the nndcr side of the 
leaves on the trees. Here the female do- 
posits her eggs. 


The cicadas have three deadly enemies 


in this country—the despised English 
sparrow, digger wasp, and the ants. 
Where locusts abound sparrows go in 
great flocks. Robins and wild birds find 
the locust palatable eating. The spar- 
row's method of attacking the locust is 
to wait on the ground for the locust to 
appear above the ground, when he greed- 
ily gobbles him up before he gets timo 
to sing his dying song.

WELL KNOWN HERE. 


Young Boetcher hns been in the cits- 
bout one year. When he came hern 
•om Port Washington he. was employed 


and considered an excellent lineman. Lat- 
er he went to the Citizens' 
company. 


With the men he was popular and con- 
sidered a faithful and reliable man. Gen- 
erally very earefnl, they cannot account 
for his letting the. wire- he handled get 
against a live wire, unless he believed 
the electric wire was insulated. All sin- 
cerely regret his untimely death. 


AN INQUEST HELD. 


Coroner 
Hoyle summoned witnesses, 


empaneled a jury and proceeded to hold 
an inquest. He said that he would make 
a very thorough investigation for the 
reason that within a few years a num- 
ber of persons have been killed by live 
wires.

WAS A BRIGHT MAN. 


Otto Boetcher, brother of the 
dead 


man, 
who is in business on Washington 


avenue, when seen by a press represen- 
tative, said: "Aly brother was born in 
Port Washington and was between 27 
and 28 years old. He was a graduate of 
the Port Washington high school and 
attended the Lawrence 
University 
at 


Applcton four years. Nearly a year ago 
he came to Racine and commenced work 
in a lineman and followed that since. 


His father and mother are living on a 


farm just outside of Port Washington. 
There arc four brothers and one sister 
living. The body will in all probability 
be taken to Port Washington for burial. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


Telephone employes who made an ex- 


amination of the pole where the young 
man was killed give as their opinion 
that when Boetcher climbed the pole he 
had the wire twisted around his arm, 
that it came in contact with the live' 
wire from underneath and thus charged 
it, sending the current and setting fire 
to the clothing. 


MEMBER OF CHURCH. 


Young Boetcher was a. member of the 


First Baptist church and attended ser- 
vices every Sunday. 


This afternoon Dr. Brchm made an ex- 


amination of the body and the inquest 
wns adjourned until U o'clock Monday 
morning. 


ATTORNEYS INVESTIGATING. 


Attorneys for both the Citizens' Tele- 


phone company a.nd the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric 
Railway & Light 
company 
have 


been out investigating this afternoon. It 
was found that the electric wire that no 
doubt caused the death of young Boetch- 
er was not attached to the electric light 
pole, but was stretched and hung along 
close to it, from other poles; also that 
Boetcher in climbing the pole, wound the 
telephone wire around his arm and that 
it came in contact with a spot on the 
electric wire where the insulation was 
worn off. The fall by measurement was 
not over 22 feet and would not have kill- 
ed him. The belief prevails that he was 
dead when he struck the ground.

Also Ate of Vegetal)!", But Re- 


covered From Sickness. 


Ptomaine poisoning, produced by eating 


green tops of beets, caused the death of 
Mrs. Herbert L. Gardner this morning, 
at her home, 1029 Center street, in the 
28th year of her age. 


Yesterday morning Mrs. Gardner boil- 


ed the beet tops in a kettle and ate very 
freely of them at dinner. She did not 
feel well afterwards and grew worse af- 
ter she had eaten her supper, when she 
suddenly collapsed and became very ill. 


At 11:30 o'clock Dr. .1. G. Menchem" was 


called and he at once saw that 
Mrs. 


Gardner was poisoned ami that she was 
beyond medical skill and he so informed 


I he husband and others. However, ho 
prescribed and managed to revive her 
somewhat, but gradually she lost con- 
sciousness and death ensued this morn- 
ing. 


In conversation with Dr. Meachcm he 


said that the substance in the tops of the 
beets produced what is called ptomaine 
poisoning, that is. poisoning of the blood, 
and that few when thus ajlected, recov- 
er.. 


The doctor did not. think it was nec- 


essary to call in the coroner as he had 
attended the lady and knew the cause 
of denth. The husband ate some of the 
beets, and he too was made quite sick 
during the afternoon, but fully recover- 
ed, not having eaten so heartily of them 
a«i did his wife.

States weather bureau today gives most 
encouraging information as to general 
weather conditions. From the 
abnor- 


mally hot to the abnormally cool, seems 
to be the trend of the atmospheric rec- 
ord.

The 
temperature continues to 
fall 


slightly in New England, the middle At- 
lantic states, the lake region and the 
Ohio valley. In the lake region the fall 
in temperature has now continued up- 
wards of 30 hours, as a consequence ab- 
normally cool weather is reported this 
morning from the upper lake region and 
light frost at Escanaba. 
The weather 


also has turned cool in the Dakotas, 'the 
Missouri and middle Mississippi valleys. 
Rain has fallen in east and north Caro- 
lina, 
eastern 
Missouri, Indiana 
and 


southern Illinois, Kentucky and western 
Tennessee, South Dakota, western Ne- 
braska and there have been scattered 
thunderstorms in the Rocky Mountain 
region and the southwest. For tonight 
and Saturday fair weather is indicated 
except in the Ohio valley, the south por- 
tion of the middle Atlantic states and 
North Carolina where showers are prob- 
able. The temperature will not change 
materially in southern districts. It will 
be slightly cooler tonight in the 
east 


portion of the middle Atlantic states 
and a continuation of the present cool 
weather in the Ohio valley and lower 
lake region for the next 36 hours may 
be anticipated.

STAMPEDE FOR WORK 


Chicago Teamsters Look ior Old 


Situations, But Few Are 


Fortunate. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—Teamsters strik- 


ers who last night gave up their long 
struggle against the employers broke 
ranks today in a stampede for work. The 
barns of the strike affected firms were 
besieged by men who have been idle for 
months and whose places have been filled 
by nonunion men.

vacancies for very few. Of more

4,000 :mon who quit not more than 1,400 
or 1,500 will bo reinstated during 
the 


next few days. The coal teamsters and 
truck drivers did not join in the rush for 
employment today. 


The order of the teamster's joint coun- 


cil which authorized the surrender was 
for all men on strike to ask for rein- 
statement this morning. Both the truck 
drivers and the coal teamsters balked at 
this and planned to hold meetings to- 
night and "fight it out until they can go 
back to work like union men." The boy- 
cott against business bouses has been 
lifted officially by the action of the coun- 
cil and it is expected there will be no 
more sympathetic strikes of teamsters.

THE BALANCE OF POWER IN THE 


WORLD. 


Chicago Daily Journal: The demon- 


stration of Russia's inefficiency in Asia 
and of the slenderuess of her power in 
Europe, the pricking of the bubble'of au- 
tocracy in two continents, requires care- 
ful readjustment of the balance of pow- 
er on the eastern shores of the Atlantic, 
; it demands for the first time in hi?- 
roiy the consideration of n scrupulously 
naintained balance of power on the two 
coasts of the Pacific. 


The changes already wrought in the 


ntern.ition.il status of three continents, 
including now America, appear to be 
merely preliminary to other and equally 
momentous changes. The tendency in 
Europe for many years has been toward 
consolidation in the hands of the few. 
The small nations have been disappear- 
ing, one by one, and great empires erect- 
ing in their stead. 
The opposite tend- 


ency may now be looked forward to. 
.vhile on the Pacific new consolidations 
are taking place. 


The first indication of the new trend 


in Europe in recent years is the sunder- 
ing of the tics that have bound Sweden 
and Norway. The next'may be looked 
for in Austria-Hungary, the conflicting 
elements of which are now held togeth- 
er by the tottering personality of the 
aged euiperor-king. How far Russia will 
separate in the internecine strifes th.-it 
are befalling her can uot be foreseen, 
but it is likely that her loss of influence 
in eastern Europe will be followed by 
changes of GO unpronounccd kind. 


Of all the European states Germany 


occupies at this moment the most advan 
tageous position—or one which would 
bo the most advantageous by far if her 
'growing power did not threaten so ser- 
iously the balance 'of power heretofore 
insisted 
upon. 
Her rapidly 
growin; 


prestige requires the formation of new 
alliances, 
nnd a joining of 
British, 


French and Italian interests is strongly 
indicated. 


Japan, evun after her successful war 


with 
China, found herself powerless 


against Germany, .Russia and 
France 


Now, 
with Great Britain as her ally an<: 


the United States only less friendly than 
Great Britain, the navies of the three 
nations represented in the concert of ten 
years ago have actually disappeared froi 
Pacific waters. If China is admitted to 
this partially 
informal combination 


peace is assured. If not, the other Eu- 
ropean powers will doubtless scheme for 
such an understanding with her as wili 
serve to balance the pretensions of the 
other^.

number of executions as compared with 
:hat of murders has decreased during 
the last twenty years. It does not fol- 
low necessarily that the percentage of 
murderers who escape punishment is In- 
creasing. 


Statistics, to be valuable, should be 


complete. When it is stated that last 
rear there were S.4S2 murders and hom- 
icides and 110 executions, 
the 
whole 


story is not >:old. A full record would 
set forth iii how many cases parties 
supposed to be guilty had been arrested 
and tried, how many had been sentenc- 
ed to the gallows, how many had been. 
imprisoned for life or for a term of 
years, and how many had been acquit- 
ted. There are many murders which be- 
gin and remain mysterious. It is im- 
possible to find evidence of value con- 
necting any one with them. That maj> 
prove that the agencies for the detec- 
tion of crime are imperfect, but it does 
not reflect on the administration of jus- 
tice in the criminal courts. 


There is a grawing reluctance on the 


part of juries to send men to the scaf- 
fold unless they have committed pai-tic- 
ulnrly heinous murders. It is riot sur- 
prising that in spite of an increase jit 
murders only eight more persons were 
hanged in 1004. than in 1SS5. Whether 
the number of persons convicted and im- 
prisoned was larger last year the torn- 
piler of criminal statistics does no" re- 
port. But until the number of convic- 
tions is known one cannot decide with 
certainty whether it is much safer to 
commit murder than it used to be. 


No doubt there are some men accused 


of murder who get off on technicalities 
that would not have saved them once. 
The law moves more lanquidly than it 


did, 
and that enables some men to es- 


cape justice. But the percentage of-those 
who thus escupe is unknown. It cannot 
be ascertained from a record which give* 
only the number of murders and execu- 
tions. 


Blame for the volume of crime should 


be distributed with an impartial hand. 
Let the courts have-their full share, but 
do not overlook the laches of those wh« 
are specially charged with the preTcn- • 
tion of crime. When they get into 
habit of tolerating disorder and violence "* 
they are making business for the crimJ-'*3 
nal courts.

Campers and farmers whose property

His sister, who 
resides in this city, has, however, started 
a movement in his behalf which resulted 
in the application for the writ of habeas 
corpus which was presented to the court 
yesterday. 


It is the opinion in tfte office of the 


state's attorney that Gales will eventual- 
ly be given his freedom, for tho reason 
that he should have been hanged in that 
term of the court in which the sentence 
was imposed, and, this not having been 
done, jurisdiction over him ceased.

Oil Tanks ot the Texas Company 


Struck by Lightning. 


CONDENSED NEWS NOTES 15,000, including 2,000 Texans; market 


Happenings ot Varied Nature 


Gathered in Abbreviated 
Form tor Busy Headers. 


Five Lives Lost-Two and a Half Mil- 


lion Barrels of Oil at Mercy 


of Flames. 


HUMBLE, Tex., July 24,—Covering 


an area of three-quarters of a 
mdle 


square with a great canopy of smoke, 
covering two square miles, the oil tanks 
of the Texas company, continue to boil 
ind bubble under the great heat of the 
burning oil, the fire having burned all 
night. When it can be extinguished is 
problematical. Certainly not until it hns 
aurned all of -the oil in the eleven big 
tanks which held 2,500,000 barrels when 
ightning struck them Sunday afternoon. 
It is now known that five negro work-- 
men perished. Rumors, however, place 
the 
number of dead as high as fifty, 


Chough this cannot be confirmed. There 
are hundreds of homeless people.
